Dancing. 


The Rockingham Conference resolutions, 
which may be found on another editorial page, 
remind us of the recent action of the ministers 
of Dayton, which led to the exclusion of the 
dance from our public schools here. There 
are some who agitate against the Bible in the 
schools, but they have no objection to the 
dance there, though the objection to the Bible 
is only on sectarian grounds, whereas the ob- 


jection to the dance is on moral grounds. The 
Rockingham Conference has done well. The 


subject is a practical one morally. Dancing 
is spoken of in the Bible; but it is not the 
dancing of our times, that of two persons, of 
the opposite sex, not married to each other. 
The dancing of the Bible was not promiscuous 
ball dancing, but leaping, capering, or pranc- 
ing in a rejoicing manner, because of some 
boon or blessing causing the dancing. The 
dancing of the Bible was not in order to pleas- 


ure, but because of happiness. The farthest 


departure from that principle may be found 
‘in the injunction (Ps. 149:3), “Let the chil- 
dren of Zion be joyful in their King. Let 
them praise his name in the dance: let them 
sing praises unto him with timbrel and harp.” 
But the sexual dance of modern times is not 
commended by the Scriptures. We have read 
that pagan moralists, like Cicero, call it in- 
decent and voluptuous. 
mended by the Bible, the men danced with 
men, and the women with women. The New 
York Witness said: 

As tothe lawfulness of dancing in any of the forms 
under which it is now practiced that is a matter 
which every individual must in the end decide for him- 
self or herself. We would, however, very affectionate- 
ly warn all young people to be very cautious and very 
slow about departing from the ways in which pious 
parents have trained them in regard to such amuse- 
ments. The strong probability is that what the parents 
disapprove will not be found helpful and may be found 
very injurious. : 

In like manner all recreations which tend to devel- 
op joyousness of temperament and healthfulness of 
body and mind and spirit are useful in their proper 
time and place, and can be participated in to the 
glory of God. But any amusement or pleasure which 
has an inherent tendency to excess; which . unduly 
excites the mind and tends.to make honest work and 
simple pleasures unattractive to it—all such pleasures 
are essentially dangerous, and those who take part in 
them will usually find, if they examine themselves 


. Closely, that their spiritual life-is dulled by so doing. 


When we come to consider the dance an- 


» alytically, we know well that the modern 
_ ball room is very suggestive of a moral tone 


that is degrading. Ideas, words, sights, and 
actions that are natural there would be repul- 
sive in a house of prayer of modern times, 


~ and rather suggest to the classical scholar 


In the dance com- 


the worship of the heathen Paphian Venus. 
When the Methodist Conference was debating 
the question of removing from its discipline 
the prohibition against dancing, the Lutheran 
Evangelist said: 


That dancing, games of chance, and theater-going 
are not helpful, but are hurtful to the spiritual life, 
we think but few of our Christian readers question. 
It is essentially true that there are members in all 
the churches who indulge in the dance, in cards, and 
in the theater. We presume our Methodist brethren 
were not divided upon the question of the right or 
wrong of the question; but upon the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of making a prohibitory law—absolutely for- 
bidding these hurtful indulgencies, or remanding the 
question to the individua] conscience for decision, and 
giving earnest advice against the indulgence. The 
practical result of the debate and action of the con- 
ference will prove adverse to the rule, we think, as it 
now stands in the Discipline. Those who indulge in 
the dance, or in cards, or in the theater, will find a 
palliative for the troubled conscience in the fact that 
a large minority of the conference favored a repeal 
of the prohibitory law, while the other class, who 
from high and disinterested motives—abstaining for 
the sake of the weak brother for whom Christ died— 
will deplore the conclusion reached by the conference 
after the unsettling debate. 


' Rev. J. ©. Jackson, of Dansville, New York, 
wrote a wérk-in favor of: daneiiig,.and—Yet in 


that very work he made the followng admis- 
sions : 


As dancing is conducted generally in this country by 
those who take part in it, I have no hesitation in 
saying that the evil far overbalances the good that 
comes from it, so that it is indefensible, and should 
rot be sustained by Christians. 


The unphysiological conditions into which those 
fall who follow daneing as practiced in society ai 
large, are very detrimental. 


1. Women who engage in it dress unhealthfully. 


2. The influences surrounding her affecting aera- 
tion of the blood. 


3. The unphysiological effects of dancing, as it is 
usually practiced, may be seen in a marked degree in 
the physical exhaustion, in many instances induced 
by it. 

A lady in the course of an evening’s entertainment 
of a few hours’ length, though undergoing the exer 
eisé requisite to only partial oceupancy of the floor, 
will use up more actual vital force than she would 
if she were to perform the physical labors to which 
she is habitually accustomed, for an _ entire week. 
There are two ways of spending vital force, and 
dancing includes them both. One is by means of the 
muscular exertion necessary to its performance, and 
the other is the mental excitement usually involved in 
the act. 

4. Dancing, as practiced in this country, has another 
unphysiofogical relation, wiich is, that, attached to 
it, there are always, or generally, undietetic indul- 
gences. 
We might well heed the warning of Presi- 


‘dent Charles G. Finney: 


Worldly society is insincere, hollow, and to a great 
extent a sham. What relish can a spiritual mind 
have for the gossip of a worldly party of pleasure? 
None whatever. To a mind in communion with God 
their worldly spirit and ways, conversation and folly, 


are repulsive and painful, as it is so strongly sugges- 


tive of the downward tendency of their souls afid of 
the destiny that awaits them. I have had so marked 
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an experience of both sides of this question that I 
think I eannot be mistaken. 


Also, we might consider the following 


points: (1) Dancing is not attended: by. 


prayer, without destroying its natural devel- 
opinent. We ought not to engage’ systemat- 
ically in that to which prayer is destructive ; 

2) Dancing is exciting, sometimes, to such 
a degree that young people begin to caper at 
the sound of the violin; (3) It squanders pre- 
cious time, that ought to be used in rest; (4) 
lt educates the heels, instead of the head and 
heart; (5) It leads into evil society; (6) It is 
avoided by the masses of the conscientious 
people. -The following is the terrible indict- 
ment, in part, brought against it by W. P. 
Kazzle, in the Watchword: 

It is a distinctive badge everywhere of worldliness 
and worldly conformity. 

It destroys a professing Christian’s testimony, influ- 
ence and usefulness. 


The dancing of sexes together, as in modern times, 
was never practiced by the virtuous in Bible times. 

Dancing grieves and offends all faithful pastors and 
devout Christians. 

lt is a companion vice with drinking and many 
other sins. 

The German and other ‘round dances” are favorites 
ir brothels. 

The decolette dress of the dance is an immoral in- 
vention of harlots. 

The liberties indulged in in dancing are nowhere 
else allowed in decent society, and under other circum- 
stances they furnish ground for divorce. 

it brings virtue into close connection with vice at 
late hours. 

Men do not choose to dance with themselves nor 
even with their wives and sisters. 

Beyond thrill of music and poetry of motions, it 
seems to have a sex reference. 

Indeed, it is so allied to licentiousness that the 
vilest places in our cities are called “dance houses.” 

The police reports show that a very large proportion 
of abandoned women are ruined in connection with the 
dance.

It is probable that some of our~ readers 
may remember that in a late editoria) entitled 
“The Beast Out of the Earth,” in answer to a 


request for a certain Scripture interpretation, «: 


we alluded to the mixture of our present day

The declaration was reported by the Committee on 
record as opposed to dancing asa feature of_receptions 
given by, classes in the , public schools. 

A resolution upon this subject was adopted at the 
recent session of the conference in this city, but was 
not made public until Thursday, owing to unavoidable 
delays in the preparation of the record of the session. 

The declaration was reported by the Committee on 
Resolutions, which was made up of the Rev. ¥. H. 
Gardner, of Portsmouth, and Rev. H. W. McCrone, 
of Amesbury, Mass., and the Rev. J. W. Card, of 
Kittery, Me. As given out, it bears the attest of the 
Rev. Joseph » Lambert, of Rye, the conference secre- 
tary. It is as. follows: 

Wuereas, The nature of the receptions, generally 
speaking, given by the classes in our public schools 
are such that appeal te the lower nature,,tending to 
diminish and destroy the spiritual life; therefore, 

Resolwed, That we express our disapproval of 
daneing with the same, and urge our people to use 
their influence in changing the character of such re- 
ceptions. 

“Several recent instances contributed to the adop- 
tion of the resolution,” said the Rev. H. J. Rhodes 
of the Christian Church of this city, when he was 
asked by a Union man about the step taken by the 
conference. “Dancing is contrary to the belief of the 
Christian Church, as it is contrary to the belief of 
other churches. Children from families in our church 
attend. the public schools: When the classes to which 
they. belong: give receptions, they find themselves con- 
fronted with the choice of. falling in with their asso- 
ciates and taking part in something to which they 
have conscientious objections, or the refusing to enter 
into the festivities and therefore incurring a degree 
of odium: which ‘makes life ‘with their schoolmates a 
burden. 


“When the class this year was graduated from the 
Manchester: high schoo] there was much. public discus- 
sion as to the propriety of its making use of the high 
school for the class reception. The case brought the 
whole matter of dancing at these public school parties 
into general attention, and it seemed to the members 
of the Conference at their recent meeting that the time 
had come: for a definite and clear cut declaration on 
the ‘subject. 

“Just as this instance concerned us here in Man- 
chester, our fellow church members in other places 
were found to have been subjected to similar experi- 
ences. In Amesbury, for example, Mr. McCrone’s 
children have attended the high sehool, and -have found 
themselves in the unpleasant position of being obliged 
to choose between.,joining in. what they did not regard 
ay right or of suffering what practically meant ostra- 
cism by their mates. And what is true in Manchester 
and‘ Amesbury holds good as to the situation in all 


‘:the’ other places in the: conference.” 
The Rockingham Conference takes in twenty-one - 


churehes in southern ,.New: Hampshire, .and:: northern 
Masrachussets. It is the, second strongest conference 
in New England. 

While the question of dancing at public school en- 
tertainment’-has come up for‘informal discussion at 


. earlier meetings of-the conference, it was not until the 
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Manchester: meeting that forma] action was taken on 
on the subject, 

“The feeling of the conferencé on this subject,” Mr. 
Rhodes added, “is that in an entertainment given by 
a public school, which may be attended by persons of 
al] creeds nothing should be done which is against the 
conscience of the members of any of the denomina- 
tions. Further, we do not regard it as right that the 
managers of such entertainments. shall be permitted 
practically to establish a standard according to their 
own ideas, which all the members of the class must 
accept, no matter what their feeling on the subject 
may be, or run the risk of being tabooed. Finally, 
it must be remembered that the expenses general and 
personal at these class receptions have been put upon 
a scale, which involves a considerable outlay for each 
pupil, which in many cases carries with it real hard- 
ship. All the pupils of the public schools are not the 
children. of rich parents. We wish to see everybody, 
rich or poor, have am» equal»: chance in our public 
schools and public school entertainments.”

All 
this is good and in it we discern the coming 
of a more vital faith in more real things. 
What is to come of this new critical study 
of the Bible? Let us not fear; we are just 


. getting at the facts about the teachings of 


the Bible. The pendulum swings from one 
extreme to the other, but truth is safe. Prof. 
Stearns said: “It may seem like a very. good 
and pious thing to say, that we have a Bible 
infallible in all things; but it is neither good 
nor pious unless it is true.’ What we want 
is the truth and not mere pious phrases. The 
outcome will be that we shall have a Bible 
with a clear and definite message on great 
spiritual realities. It will not be cumbered 
with non-essentials which have too long hin- 
dered rather than helped to bring the king-. 
dom of God close to men’s hearts and lives. 
‘What is to be the outcome of this new atti- 
tude of mind toward religion itself? We call 
it new, but it is in reality. the recovery of an 
idea as old as the Bible itself. What is it? 
It is that man, by his very constitution, is 
religious. He does not get religion as he 
gets a coat and puts it off or on to suit his 
temperature. He grows his religion from 
within. We stand on the solid ground of the 
indestructibility of man’s religious nature. 
To be religious is simply to be true to one’s 
deeper, truer nature. To be irreligious is to 
be untrue to this nature. It is to strangle 
down inborn natural convictions of duty to 
God and man. Let a man be as true to the 
call to. prayer, as he is to the call for dinner. 
Let God into our lives. Let God’s will rule 
our wills. The result of this view of religion 


is one of the most hopeful signs of the times. - 


It appeals to the whole man and to every 
man to rise up_and be true to God. — 

If I am hopeful it is because I believe in 
yod present in this world now; I believe in 
the final triumph of right and truth; I be. 
lieve in progress, in evolution as God’s way 
of doing things. If I am optimistic it is nat 
without a great price which I have paid for 
it.

A Businesslike Church Business 
Meeting. 
BY AMOS R. WELLS. : 

I say a businesslike meeting, because not 
all church business meetings are businesslike. 

Some are pow-wows; much talk, little 
done. 

Some are cemeteries, 

Few indeed are like the meetings of a pros- 
perous and active business firm, in which all 
present are equal partners; meetings full of 
rejoicing over what has been done, full of 


of our Heavenly Partner. 

Should churches hold | ‘business meetings 
at regular intervals? ‘Yes, if they are such 
business meetings; never unless there is 
business; never merely for the sake of hold- 
ing a meeting. The possibility . of such a 
meeting, and at regular intervals of, say, 
once-a month, is a severe test of a church; 
but it is a test the church surely should meet, 
If nothing has been done to report, and 
nothing is doing, to be planned, certainly it 
is less the business meeting ‘than the church 
that needs a reformation and revival. 

The forms of church administration vary 
from the broadest democracy to an absolute 
monarchy. In this article I take it for grant. 
ed that the constitution of my reader’s church 
permits and encourages some assembly in 
which pastor and people talk over their joint 
work for the kingdom, and together form 
designs for its progress, a meeting with some 
degree. of authority, if only that of suggest. 
tion and advice, 

Over such a meeting the pastor naturally 
presides; if I were a pastor, I should not have 
it otherwise. Some churches, however, with 
a desire to preserve the strict neutrality of 
the pastor on all debated points, have the 
custom of electing annually a lay moderator 
of the church, who takes charge of the busi- 
ness meetings and thus frees the pastor for 
such action from the floor as he may deem 
best. This course is undoubtedly wise as a 
temporary expedient when matters come up 
in which the pastor is personally involved. 

Certainly much of the success of a business 
meeting depends on the presiding officer. If 
he is weak, vacillating, dilatory, verbose, 
tedious, inert, the meeting is flabby and drags. 
He should be a man of few words, but those 


words should be strong. He is to suggest. 


debate, but not guide it or participate in it. 
He should be decisive and prompt. His bear- 
ing and speech should be alert. Always 


courteous, never disconcerted, full of the re 


sources of tact, ready with oil of wit, and 
moved always. by a deep and persevering 
earnestness—such a chairman will of himself 
insure a successful business meeting. If 
nothing has been done, he will arouse the 
church to do something. If something has 
been done, he will stir the church to a “divine 
discontent.” If much has been done, he will 
clap his hands and lead off in the Doxology. 

When a buginess meeting fails, when it 
falls dead, it will generally be found that 
no preparation was made for it. Half of a 
business meeting consists in what is done 
before it is called to order. | 

It should be well advertised. Announce 
it frequently and energetically from the. pul 
pit, in the church paper, on the bulletin 
boards. Create an atmosphere of anticipa- 
tion; something is going to happen, something 
pleasant and profitable. 

To arouse interest, proclaim the principal 
subject of the meeting; or its subjects, if 
there are more than one. Announce ls0 
whatever special features are to be intro 
duced by way of instruction and entertain- 
ment. Make each meeting an event. 

This requires, of course, that the main 
business of the meeting be laid out before 
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hand, as far as possible. I would plan, for 
example, one business meeting a year for 
each of the major enterprises of the church 
_one to consider the work of the Sunday- 
gchool and Bible study in the home, one to 
consider the young people’s society and- the 
training of the young for church work, one 
to consider the missionary study and activ- 
ities of the church, others for work with men 
and boys, the poor, the music, the church 
finances, evangelistie work, familly life, the 
social life of the church, the relation of the 
church to the community. 

Every meeting where such a specialty is 
considered should be introduced by an essay 
or talk concerning it presented by a special- 
ist; and this should ‘be followed not only by 
discussion, but ‘always by the introduction 
of actual business, some forward step desired 
to be taken with regard to the Sunday-school, 
the church finances, evangelistie work, or 
whatever is the theme of the evening. Every 
meeting should adjourn with a sense of pro- 
gress, of achievement. 

Other business meetings should consist of 
a panoramic view of the church life, the va- 
rious activities and organizations being taken 
up one after the other, brief reports being 
“read by responsible officers, and then the 
question asked, “What more can we do for 
the children? for the poor? for our town?” 
Such a meeting should be preceded by an in- 
spiring paper on the church life in general, 
what it means, and the spirit that should an- 
imate it. If this cannot be obtained, it is al- 
ways possible to have read some suggestive 
article, or extract from some bright book. 
The presiding officer should always, at some 
time in the evening, invite general suggestions 
and questions on the work of the church. It 
is well to have a program, but sometimes 
it is even better to depart from the pro- 
gram, and we should take care in all our 
church meetings: to leave free scope for the 
workings of the Holy Spirit upon men’s minds. 

Some of the most important business 
ieetings will fit into no schedule, and are 
not planned for long in advance. They are 
the meetings called to discuss some emer- 
gency, or some extraordinary advance step. 
Perhaps it is a case of discipline (in those 
churches that treat such cases in open ses- 
sion). Perhaps a new pastor is to be chosen. 
Perhaps a new church building is to be erect- 
ed or a new mission established. 

Not even these meetings, however, need be 
without preparation. Indeed, just because 
they are out of the grooves of custom the 
more careful preparation should be made for 
them, so far as is possible. The chairman 
should see to it that the clearest and fullest 
statements are ready for submission to the 
church—the exact cost of the new building 
in all its details, the definite charges and 
evidence in the case of discipline, an explicit 
basis for the intelligent action of the church 
on the point at issue. 


Nothing will soner wear out men’s 
patience, and disgust them with church 
business meetings and-church methods in 


seneral, and nothing will more surely set a 
church by the ears, than haphazard discus 
sions of poorly” presented and half-under- 
‘tood situations, foliowed by repeated ad- 


journments for more information.

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Of course,:we must avoid hasty action. © 


When real differences of opinion occur on 
important matters, time is the safest of solv- 
ents. The disputed point may well be re 
ferred to a committee composed fairly of both 
sides, and the church must wait til! :he com- 
mittee has threshed the subject out. 


But the majority must rule. Some timid 
churches, over-anxious for peace, have set up 
the dictatorship of the minority. They will 
do nothing unless they are unanimous, and 
placidly allow one or two obstreperous fos- 
sils to block all the wheels of progress. Peace 
is good, but not the peace of the fetter and the 
gag. = 

Therefore somé form of closure should be 
adopted and vigorously enforced, some lim- 
itation of debate, some three-minute rule to 
cut off the long-winded and the parliamentary 
obstructionist. And if there are those that 
will not walk in any way unless it is their 
own way, sorrowfully relegate them to their 
own church, the Church of the Solitary Ego. 

On the other hand, while you insist on 
effective action, avoid machine rule as you 
would shun the plague. There is no protec- 
tion against it except the democratic spirit, 
practically manifested in the business meet- 
ing. Don’t let only a few—the same few— 
make all the motions. Go to others and ask 
them to make them, if they will not of their 
own accord. Don’t let only a few make al! 
the speeches. Call on others for their opin- 
ion, and draw them out publicly. Don’t 
toady to the rich or eloquent or experience]. 
One of the prime objects of the church busi- 
ness meeting is to make the poor, the stam- 
mering, the beginners, feel at home in the 
church.. Don’t let only a few vote. If the 
vote has not been full and hearty, call for it 
again, and yet again, until substantially all 
hands are up, on one side or the other. Do 
not be satisfied until it has become not only 
easy for all to take part, but inevitable. 

Begin the meeting on time, though only a 
few are there. The rest will be more prompt 
next time; whereas if you waited for them, 
still others would be added to the tardy 
group, and so the mischief would grow. 

And close the meeting early. Distinguish 
between parliamentary rules for the dispatch 
of business and parliamentary tactics for the 
display of skill and the delay of business. All 
things should “be dore decently and in order.” 
but it is an indecent disorder to change the 
church business meeting into a field for par- 
liamentary fencing. 

Open with prayer; genuine prayer, that 
elevates the church business to the rank of 
devotion which it should always hold. Close 
with praise; if the business has been trans- 
acted in. the spirit. of Christ you will have 
abundant cause for thanksgiving. 

As to the minor details of the meeting, 
there is one so important that it must have 
a special word. Next to the presiding officer, 


the clerk- has in his hands the making or mar- 
A blundering clerk, who 


and omits from his records items that should 
go there, will work much mischief. So will 
a stupid, slow and paltering clerk, who can- 
not read his own writing, who delays’ the 
meeting with needless: calls ‘for éxplanation. 
who is not familiar with the records and 
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never can refer without tedious search to any 
past action. Blessed indeed is the church 
whose clerk at the business meetings is acute 
‘© the head and swift in the hand, who makes 
&% good index to former records, who always 
has them with him at the meeting, who. knows 
what is worth recording and what is to be 
omitted, and who does his work quietly in a 
corner. 

Fun is an essential of the best business 
meeting, that “joy in the Lord” and in His 
work which bubbles over in an irresistible 
merriment now and then, and lightens the 
heaviest task with beautiful laughter. 

Eloquence is another essential—not gran- 
diloquence—but that true oratory of earn- 
estness which moves others because itself is 
deeply moved and persuades hearts because 
its own heart has been touched by the Holy 
Spirit.

Appreciation is a third essential. Work 
done should be reported, by committees, of- 
ficers and pastors, and praise should be freely 
bestowed. The most fruitful criticism is 
praise. Every church member should go 
away from the meeting full of pride in his 
church and zeal for her service. 

And finally, the chief essential is unselfish- 
ness. Even church work may easily look in 
rather than out. Let us never forget that 
our Father’s business is the saving of :lost 
men, and that must be the main business of 
the business meetings of His church. If 
what is done at the meeting has some vital 
relation to - the winning of men to Christ, 
either abroad or at home, and if it is so done 
as actually to lead to the salvation of even a 
single soul, then, and then alone, is the church 
business meeting truly business-like. 





Training for the Gospel Ministry.

This seems to be a period of the world’s his- 
tory of strange and marvelous things. Many 
things unheard and unthought of are present- 
ing themselves to the public gaze which have 
in a day or in a night like a mushroom lifted 
their heads. Silently they came. and silently 
they will pass away. One of the marvelous 
things of to-day is a training school to pre- 
pare young men and women for the gospe! 
ministry. There is danger in these training 
schools of building on wood, hay and stubble 
that is liable to be consumed. The training 
that is had in these schools will never fit and 
qualify any one for the high and holy calling 
of the gospel ministry. > 

There are trainings going on all over the 
world to prepare men and women to various 
avocations in this life, some of which are 
laudable, others bordering on the ridiculous. 
Even animals are trained by men to do won- 
drous things that are strange and marvelous, 
and attract the thousands. But the training 
of men and women for the gospel ministry is 
like offering strange fire upon the altar. T 
have been impressed that every intelligent per- 
son in early life, when just budding into man 
hood and womanhood, are impressed peculiar- 
lv unto themselves, that intuitively fits them 
for a special calling for life’s work in their 
riper years, which, if followed, would” lead 
them into the road to snecess. As it is in the 
natural, so it is in the spiritual realm. There 
is a‘natural fitness for the gospel ministry 
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ness for the holy calling. ‘No person, however 
well he may be educated in the schools and 
colleges, without.a spiritual fitness in the 
school of Christ, can make a: successful min- 
ister in winning souls to the fountain of life. 
However, other things being equal, the edu- 
cated man has the greater power in the en. 
forcement of gospel truth upon his hearers. 

All my life I have been in the full faith and 
belief of a Divine calling to the work of the 
ministry. Paul to the Philippians (chapter 2, 
verse 13) says: “It is God which worketh ‘in 
you both to will and to do his good pleasure.” 
It was the working of God in Paul by hia 
Holy Spirit which caused. him to declare, 
“Woe unto me if I preach not the gospel.” 1 
Cor. 9:16. Again, Paul to the Romans (10: 
13): “Whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” Romans 10:14, 
15: “How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed, and how shall 
they believe in him of whom they have not 
heard? and how shall they preach except they 
be sent?” 

I will now herein give some of my own ex- 
perience. When I was a boy, between nine 
and ten years of age, living in my father’s 
home in Jefferson County, Ohio, I was en 
gaged in harrowing a piece of ground prepara 
tory to planting corn, riding on, the near 
horse, hitched to a harrow, when a sudden im- 
pression - came to me as if some one had 
spoken to me that when I arrived to manhood 
I should be a preacher of the gospel. That im- 
pression has stayed with me all along my 
life’s journey. At that time in my life, boys 
seldom had opportunity to hear preaching; 
nm) one had, up to that time, ever spoken to_ 
ine on the subject of preaching whatever. ! 
cannot here speak of my early life; it would 
be too lengthy. On August 16, 1851, I wae 
ordained to the ministry. How faithful 1 
have been and the good that I have done is 
known to my heavenly Father, in whom | 
have trusted all these vears. My first work 
in answer to the call was in Jasper and Mar- 
ehall counties, in Iowa. The ideas that I em- 
braced were by reading the Word of God, 
which I found in after years to be those of N. 
Summerbell, William Kincaid, Levi Pur. 
viance, Isaac Walter, and hundreds and thou- 
sands of others. William Bagley, now of Des 
Moines, Iowa, was the first Christian preacher 
of that name that I ever heard preach. The 
first ten years of my ministerial life were al- 
most entirely gratuitous; did not receive over 
one hundred dollars in all. The country was 
then new and sparsely settled, and I did not 
expect but little, if anything, and cared but 
little with respect to that matter: I preache1 
for the love of souls. I rode to my appoint- 
ments through wind and storms of rain and 
snow, over the bleak prairies of Iowa, twenty- 
five and thirty miles to my appointments, 
preaching. summer and winter, teaching school 
in the winter and working on a little farm in 
the summer. I taught the first schools that 
were taught, both in Jasper. and Marshall 
counties. In Jater years I traveled almost all 
over Iowa; still later in Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio betimes, giving three of the best years 
of my life to the saving of that which is now 
Palmer College, at Le Grand, Iowa. 

T have been honored with a number of im- 
portant positions in life through the suffrages 





that in later years ripens: into’a spiritual fit- “of the people. But through all I have never 


neglected my ‘sacred ‘office: “I have ‘been~in- 
strumental ‘in leading’ many to the foot” of 
the cross and*down to a watery grave. I 
never received tore than a small salary ;' I 


have worked hard with my hands and fought - 
‘many a battle with Satan; and through Jesus’ 


Christ my Lord have always gained: the vic-. 
tory. My companion:im life never-said; “Don’t. 
go,” but, “Go, and the Lerd: be with you.” )-1 
have now crossed, the deadline, .and only 
preach oceasionally,,‘but I, cling. to the eross 
and to. him who-says, “I. will never leave nor 
forsake you.” - :

The Sovereign Right. 


It may be remembered by some readers.of 
ihe Heratp that some time ago there was re- 
ported a trouble between the Christian Church 
at Little Blue River and a band of the Holi- 
ness people.

SHELBYVILLE, INpD., October 16, 1903.

DEAR Str:—Our friends (the enemy) in the legal con- 
troversy over the Little Blue River Church property, 
developed in ‘court to-day that their principal conten- 
tion will be that the church (congregation) is “Sov- 
ereign.” Otherwise the majority may under the laws 
of your church, do as they please, repudiate the con- 
ference, and do as they please with the church prop- 
erty. This is not the law of the land, unless you have 
some special church law that changes the general rule. 
Hiow is this? If you have any books or literature 
promulgated by your church on this subject or any 
question of the church government, please send to us

To this letter I replied as follows: 

Muncie, IND., October 18, 1903. 
Hord & Adams, Shelbyville, Ind.: 

Drar Sirs:—I have yours of October 16th, and re- 
plying thereto, will say: 

First. We have no books or literature promulgated 
hy the church on the subject of church property, ex- 
cept the records, constitutiens. and by-laws of the 
local conferences, all of which go to establish the fact 
that. where churches (congregations) are members of 
local conferences, and send delegates to the annual 
sessions, the “Sovereign Right” of the local church is 
expressed by the delegate in the vote of the conference, 
so that in all matters upon which the conference speaks, 
it voices the sentiment of the church. 

Upon all matters upon which the conference has 
not expressed an opinion the local church is free to act 
as it pleases, and may even disregard the vote of the 
cenference, but such action would put it out of har- 
mony with the conference and would evidently result 
in the separation of the church from the conference. 

Secondly. The law of the land is the law of the 
church, in all matters pertaining to church property. 
That is to say that we have no rule, no«law, no regu- 
lation, which is contrary to, or different from, or in 
any sense in opposition to, the law of the land, and 
where we have no written rule (and we. have none 
except as stated in the first paragraph), the law of 
the land beeomes the law of the church in reference to 
property. As far as known to me, the conditions of 
ownership named in the deeds have been the condi- 
tions upon which we have owned, controlled and trans- 
ferred church property. 

Thirdly. “The Sovereign Right” of the church 
(congregation) does not mean that the local church 
has the right to act independent of and contrary to 
the decision of the local conference to which it be- 
Icngs, any more than the sovereign right of the indi- 
vidual means that he can act independent of the 
customs, methods and decision of the local church to 
which he belongs. In matters of theological opinion 
we never exercise any authority, but in matters of 
business the decision. of the church is the decision of

Dear Sirs:—A Christian~ church, meaning the en- 
rolled membership, is sovereign in its affairs, in the 
same sense in which a citizen of the state is sovereign. 
There is the limitation of equity and law. 

There is no general denominational law governing 
the churches; but there’ is a consensus of opinion and 
practice that. determines the basis of a Christian 
church. If a chureh has” not been founded on this 
basis, it is not a Christian church. 

The Bible is the only creed, and Christian charac- 
ter is the only test of fellowship. 

Tf a church, or a dominant faction, so controls it 
that any doctrine or dogma disputed among those rec- 
ognized as followers of Christ is made the test of fel- 
lowship, it ceases‘’to represent us. (And that is a 
matter of evidence.) The property should then by the 
courts be placed in the control of the members who 
stand on the true platform; the faithful members. 
This is consistent with the basis of Christian charac- 
ter. For a faction that would make some disputed 
dogma the test of fellowship has departed from the 
principles on which the church was founded, for 
which the money ‘was given with which it was built, 
and to turn the property over to the propagation of a 
special, disputed dogma is a fraud; hence, the party 
trying to do this is not to be regarded as‘ Christian, 
and should not have the property. If there be even 
a minority left, standing on the origina] basis, that 
minority should be awarded the property. 

A faction of a church might. also make a dogma a 
test. of fellowship. by persistently insisting on it in 
such a spirit, or such an outward manner, or with 
such outward violence, as to divide the. church , con- 
cerning it, making disturbance and quarreling, unless 
the situation be acquiesced in by those who do not 
believe it. Those who would thus make it the test 
of fellowship have abandoned: the basis of the Chris- 
tian ehureh, and are disturbers. They have no right 
to the control of the. property. 
sectarian and factional. _, “. & 

When we say that a church is sqyereign, we do not 
mean that a church may burn its building, nor give 
it to Buddhism, nor advocate polygamy, nor adopt. 
any line of polity that. excludes the followers of Christ, 
even though it might be the insidious process of stren- 
vous inculcation of a disputed dogme.

How May We Help Abolish the Saloon? 


BY REV: GEORGE MORROW, ANTI-SALOON SUPT. OF VERMONT. 


John B. Gough. never uttered a more self- 
evident truth, perhaps, than when he said: 
“The drinking of alcoholic liquors is the 
cause of drunkenness.” The saloon is the 
occasion of drunkenness, but drinking is the 
cause.; This needs to be emphasized in all 
our fight against the saloon. If men are per. 
snaded not te drink, the saloon will die.. One 
of the most -beautiful pearls that ever fell 
from the lips of Phillips was that: “Only 
God can put into the heart of the drunkard 
power. to pass the saloon, but the church can 


- -and the church ought to—close the saloon 
and make-the street safe.” 


The importance of the constant warfare 
against the beverage liquor traffic scarcely 
needs, to be emphasized here. Bismarck 
said :. “Two-thirds of the young men in Ger- 
man universities are ruined by lust and 
strong drink.” Gladstone said: “A _ greater 
calamity has been inflicted on mankind by 
strong.drink than by the three great scourges 
—war, famine, and pestilence combined.” 
John Sherman said: “Abandon liquor as you 
would abandon a pestilence. for liquor wrecks 
more lives than all other horrors of the 
world.” . 

“Temperance puts wood on the fire, meal in 
the barrel, flour in the tub, money in_ the 
purse, contentment in the home, and clothes 
on the bairns.” The saloon-keeper said to the 
preacher :.“I will not come to hear you speak, 
for you said ‘all whisky sellers are robbers.’ ” 
“T didn’t,” said the preacher; “I said you 
were worse than a robber; that you took my 
innocent boy and sent me home a maudlin 
fool; you took an intelligent citizen and you 
sent him to a lunatic asylum; you took a lov- 
ing father and you sent a demon to throw 
bis family into the street; you took a respeci- 
able man. and you sent a criminal to the pris- 
on.. I-said. you were worse than a robber.’ 
A terrible indictment, and yet- terribly true. 
for while the highwayman holds his revolver 
at your head, he.demands your money or your 
life, while..the saloon. demands. your money 
and your life: ~The saloon is the enemy of 
society... It robs childhood of its innocence. 
youth of its promise, manhood of its dignity, 
womanhood of its purity, the ballot-box of its 


. freedom;.and -industry. of its reward. The 
saloon —_ to be abolished.

gilent when church and state are being under- 
ined. Silence, — my fellow Endeavorer? 
God give you a tongue. Silence? Lay the

are composed of the same letters only a little 
differently arranged. And then remember 
that our “silence” means “license” to the sa- 
jon. The saloon is encouraged by our silence. 
Vermont has just lost prohibition by, the si- 
ence of 25,000 voters who didn’t go to the 
polls and vote on the question: One of the 
four corner-stones of the beverage liquor traf- 
fie today is, Apathy; or indifference. Our 
silence adds encouragement to the saloon. 

2, By Our Selfishness. 

How frequently the saloon is encouraged by 
our selfishness. Our own selfish interests 
keep us from the active service we ought to 
render against such an enemy of mankind. 
Our love of ease, our desire for popularity, 
our aspiration to some petty office; in short, 
our selfishness keeps us from the duty that we 
owe to our brother men, and the saloon is en- 
couraged thereby. 

3. By Our Sin. 

This may seem harsh to. attribute sin to 
our Christian Endeavorers, but would that 
God might open blind eyes. God will not 
hold him guiltless who refrains from an out- 
spoken protest against the saloon. God wil! 
not hold him guiltless who in the face of all 
the demoralizing agencies that gather about 
the drink traffic to-day will indulge in a 
“social” or “unsocial” glass of liquor. There 
is a conscious loss of power in every man or 
woman who drinks liquor as a beverage and 
God’s woe is pronounced upon him. Oh, let 
us deny ourselves and let us get out and serve 
on the firing-line. : 

How may we help abolish the saloon? 

Many lines of activity are suggested; many 
doors of opportunity are opened to the young 
people who are enlisted in the service for the 
overthrow of vice and iniquity, and the en- 
thronement of virtue and_ righteousness. 
There needs conviction of heart and purpose 
of life, if one would be a helper in the pro- 
motion of the cause of temperance and sobri- 
tty. Daniel “purposed in his heart that he 
would not eat the king’s meats, nor drink the 
king’s wines.” The first essential on the part 
of one who would be used in the war against 
the saloon is principle. We may abolish the 
saloon— 

1. By Our Principle. 

He who lacks principle lacks everything. 
Our cause needs men of principle. Men who 
Will stand; whose principles are above re- 
Proach., He who enlists in the war must 
have principle that will lead him to the high 
‘tand.of total abstinence. Hie who is unwill- 
'ng to declare his independence of the use of 
liquors as a beverage must ever expect his 
Services to he questionable, to say the least. 
His principle must. be strong enough to bear 
transportation, He must be governed by the 
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same principle whether .in company. or 
alone, whether at home or in the great city. 
He must not touch .it if, he would be a true 
helper. The saloon will be doomed when you 
and I are total abstainers, and its doom will 
be sealed when we are joined by our fellows. 

General O. O. Howard, when a young man, 
was a total abstainer from principle....At a 
banquet given in his honor. just before he left 
for the war in 1861, when called upon to speak, 
he held aloft his glass of cold water, and 
said: “Gentlemen, our country is in peril; 1 
go in answer to her call for service; I pledge 
you in this true beverage of every true soldier, 
I pledge you in this cold water.” ; 

You and I must ask for such courage and 
ever seek to create the extension of personal 
temperance. 

~Cleopas Breckenridge, of Springfield, Hl. 
was taken by his father when he was a mere 
lad to hear Abraham Lincoln speak on tem- 
perance. At the close of Lincoln’s address, 
he drew a paper from his pocket, saying: 
“This is a Washingtonian pledge.” Many 
signed it. Lincoln put his hand on this boy’s 
head and asked: “Don’t: you want to sign 
that pledge, my boy?” The boy answered, 
“Yes, but I can’t write.” Lincoln held the 
pencil in Cleopas’ hand and with him traced 
the name on the paper and then said, “My 
boy, if you keep that p’edge, that is one of 
the noblest acts of your life.” In 1859 Breek- 
enridge kept._a tavern on the overland route 
in Colorado: It was the only temperance 
tavern on the line. In 1861 he enlisted and 
went to the war, and he and another man 
were the only temperance men ‘in the com- 
pany. He is now sixty-five years old and 
says many times‘his pledge has tided him 
over. We should ever encourage personal 
temperance. 

2. By Our Protest. 


As you and I recognize and realize the de- 
moralizing influence of the saloon and_ all 
that follows in its wake, and that realization 
takes possession of us, there will go forth 
from us a solemn protest against the institu 
tion. The saloon may stand as a constant 
menace to manhood; but if so, it should be in 
spite of our protest. The saloon may remain 
as a danger center to the boy, the home, the 
church, and government, but if so, let it be in 
spite of our protest. The saloon may con- 
tinue its man-ruining and _ soul-destroying 
business, but if so, it must consinue in spite 
of our protest. Our- protest should never be 
withheld; .our protest should always be 
uttered; our protest should continually be 
emphasized and the saloon-keeper and every- 
body should understand that the saloon is 
only suffered to exist and.that your protest 
may be expected everywhere and at all times. 
Protest by petition; protest by prayer; pro- 
test by principle; protest -by practice; protest 
by .presence,, at every- opportunity to strike a 
blow at the saloon. 

3.. By Our Polls. 


Ah, there’s.the rub. Our principle has 
stood as.a silent witness, bearing a powerful 
testimony against: the saloon. That principle 
has urged us. on to our strong protest against 
the existence.of the saloon and in favor of 
its abolishment.,,.But the most emphatic ex- 
pression of that principle and-the most tangi- 
ble form;of that protest, is. made possible at

the ballot-box. And you and I, Christian En- 
deavorer, who “have been permitted to cast a 
ballot, 


“Have a wea firmer set 
And better than the bayonet; 
A weapon that comes down as still 
As snow-flakes fall upon the sod, 
Yet executes a freeman’s will, 
As lightning does the will of God.” 


The court-of last resort is the people of the 
state or nation. When the church of Jesus 
Christ, of which we are a part, votes to abol- 
ish the saloon, the saloon will be driven out. 
[Endeavorers, you and I may protest by plea 
and denunciation, but as long as we rise from 
cur knees and go to the polls and vote for the 
saloon, that institution will remain. 

“I'd rather be dumb, and always dumb, 
Than pray like some, Thy kingdom come,” 

A great preacher has said: “As long as 
saloon-keepers and bishops, brewers and_ be- 
lievers, punch-makers and preachers, march 
together to the polls and vote the same ticket. 
you will never have any great revival in the 
church nor change of attitude in the govern 
ment.” 

4. By Our Prayer. 

Last of all, but in no wise least, let us re- 
member that God is, and that it is his will 
that the saloon should be abolished, and that 
God’s wisdom and direction and help are to 
be sought at all times. No prayer is ever 
offered for the traffic, and that fact alone 
pronounces the doom of the saloon. Thou- 
sands of people prayed that God would grant 
deliverance from slavery, but none that God 
would keep the slaves in bondage, and free. 
dom came. 


The movement against the beverage liquor 
traffic is- from the Everlasting. Arm. Even 
now it is gathering its forces, soon to be con- 
fessed everywhere: It may not vet be felt in 
the high places of office or of power, but all 
who can put their ears humbly to the ground 
will hear and comprehend its incessant and 
advaneing tread. 


Black Fred Douglas said of slavery: “I 
remember that God reigns in eternity, and 
that whatever delays, disappvintments, dis- 
couragements may come, truth, justice, lib- 
erty and humanity will ultimately triumph.” 
“Children of bravest fathers, will ye falter? 
With all they left you, perilled at the stake? 

Ho! once again on freedom’s holy altar 
The fire awake! 

Prayer-strengthened for the conflict, come together; 
Gird on the harness for this moral fight, 


And, with the blessing of your Heavenly Father, 
Maintain the right.

As you already know, the 21st Internation- 
al, and the first Biennial C. E. Convention 
was “A Mile High!” The altitude of Denver, 
Colorado, like the altitude of the present 
home of your secretary, is over 5,000 feet. 
And it is glorious! There were sixty church 
headquarters. Here were found the Endeav- 
orers from the many States.

The Outlook in Indiana, 

Our Hoosier brethren are alive education- 
ally and doing well. They have not already 
attained, nor are they already perfect, but 
they are pressing forward. From this con- 
clusion there is no alternative if indications 
at the Indiana State Conference are reliable. 
The secretary counts himself happy in hav- 
ing been invited and having found it possible 
to attend the sessions of the conference at 
Muncie. To no small degree is the present 
spirit of progress educationally among the 
conferences of Indiana due to the careful and 
enthusiastic work of the State Educational 
Secretary, Prof. D. B. Atkinson. His admir- 
able report covering not only the Indiana 
field but the whole of our educational work 
is the product of his own scholarly spirit and 
systematic method. The substance of this 
report will be presented by the A. ©. ©. Edu- 
cational Secretary in a few weeks. It shows 
much cause for rejoicing and encouragement. 
The conferences of the state have courses of 
study almost uniform. To these courses in- 
creasing attention is being given. They cover 
the subjects most immediately helpful to the 
minister and extend over three and four 
years. The Eel River Conference seemed to 
lead in the matter. There--written examina- 
tions covering the various prescribed subjects 
are required. This means work not only on

Ministerial Preparation.” Surely the Hoos. - 


ier schoolmasters have not lived in vain. It 
was stated and agreed that, other things be. 


ing equal, the educated man would win in’ 


any vocation as well as in the ministry. 

We did hear of one man still alive in In- 
diana—he was not at the state conference, 
not caring much for plans or the coming of 
Christ’s world kingdom—who says he does 


_not want any educated preachers. To them 


he charges all the unfortunate occurrences in 
ehurch life. He says they kill the churches. 
Perhaps they do, just as the makers of the 
self-binding harvester killed the old dropper. 
There are possibly some churches that would 
look and be better dead, wnless they can be 
saved alive. But this man’s tribe is not in- 
creasing. Most of his immediate family, as 
well as his cousins and more remote connec- 
tion have ceased from troubling; we hope by 
the birth into a larger mental and spiritual 
life. In the conference not a word was said 
against reasonable standards of menta! 
training for the preacher as for the teacher. 
Everybody agreed that this was right and 
that for the present age and conditions its 
lack was wrong. 

The results of this spirit of progress are 
evident in various ways. One man noted the 
type of ministers that are now. in commissi6n 
in Indiana. The meeting. houses are also tak- 
ing on different appearances, and begin to 
stand among the best with no discredit to 
themselves. The desire for.a more effective 
plan of state organization and co-operation 
was shown by discussion and _ resolutions 
looking toward that end. If the brethren of 
Indiana pursue their onward course, we of 
every other state and section must arouse 
ourselves or be behind the. foremost.

From the Secretary. 

Two modern Sunday-school movements 
that are somewhat related are worthy of com 
sideration by all the. Christian workers of the 
world. 

The moyements to which we refer ar 
known to Sunday-school workers as the Home 
Department and the Cradle Roll. 

The home was the first sanctuary, and what 
it was it should always be. There is no place 
which may be so influential for good in bu 


man “life as home. The Sunday-school cao © 


néver be a substitute for the home, but must 
be auxiliary to it; and Sunday-school work- 
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ers are realizing that they must have the co- 
operation of the home in order to the fullest 
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success of their work; and it is the growth of - 


that sentiment which has given us the Home 
Department and the Cradle Roll. 

Wayland Hoyt, in the Teachers’ Monthly 

says: “In a recent study of the attitude of 
young men to the church, the Y. M.-C. A, of 
Boston, produced some very startling facts. 
It showed by statistics that when both parents 
were Christians and members of the same de- 
nomination, seventy-eight per cent of the 
young men were also church members. When 
both parents were Christians, but members of 
different churches, - fifty-five per cent of the 
boys were church members. .When one parent 
was a church member and the other not, dfty 
per cent of their sons joined the church. 

“In families of mixed Catholic and Protes- 
tant parentage, only thirty-five per cent of the 
sons join any church.” Thus we see that be- 
hind the church and the Sunday-school stands 
the parents’ influence as the force that con- 
trols the fate of many of the young. This is 
suggested as a side-light on the worth of the 
Home Department in making the home an 
ally of the Sunday-school, although we prefer 
to state it the other way, and let the school 
aid the home. The Cradle Roll is effective in 
a similar manner, as there is no better way to 
interest mothers in the church and Sunday- 
school than to have the-church show an in- 
terest in their children. Many a child be- 
comes a link to bind a home to the Sunday- 
school by having its name entered on the 
Cradle Roll as soon as it is born. If you have 
not these departments of Sunday-school work, 
you are missing a great opportunity, and can- 
not be credited with faithfulness to . your 
work. 

Make a canvas of your neighborhood at 
once, and enroll the names of all who do not, 
cannot, or will not attend the Sunday-school, 
in one or the other of these departments. 
Then secure visitors who will carry the Quar- 
terlies, get the reports, and help the students 
with their lessons and in their lives in every 
possible way. Here is a way of blessing for 
the workers and of progress in the work. Try 
it. We can furnish helpful literature to those 
interested in this work, on call.

' “THE above diagram; reproduced from an article in the November St. Nicholas, on ‘‘ The Money Value of Training’’ by James 


M. Dodge, president of the American. Society of Mechanical Engineers, illustrates Mr. Dodge’s arguments that an un- 
trained boy of sixteen, in good health, represents a potential value of $3,000 on entering a trade school or shop—that is, he is 
worth to his employer five per cent. of $3,000, or $150 a year; that the shop-taught lad in nine years has increased his potential 
value at the rate of $1,300 per annum, while the trade-school man’s investment in himself has been at the rate of $2,100 per annum. 
The untrained lad will earn $15 a week at twenty-four years of age (and only five per cent. of this class ever earn any more), while 
the graduate of the trade school reaches this earning capacity between twenty and twenty-one, and is getting $20 a week before he 


is twenty-four, with unlimited possibilities for the future. 


Mr. Dodge urges, backing his 


arguments by facts and figures, of which 


the. diagram is an effective summary, that the best investment any boy can make is to ‘‘invest himself” by increasing his own 
potential value. This result, Mr. Dodge points out, is gained most thoroughly and effectively by training.

REV. J. WARREN WEEKS.
